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Drawing the 
Equi-Distant 
Lock Escapement 


By Charles De Carlo 
Chief Instructor, Baronian School of Watch 
Repairing, Philadelphia, Pa.

(Figure 1). 

ET us proceed to make our draw- 
ing of the escape wheel and pal- 

lets. Draw base line A B from left to 
right near the bottom edge of our 
paper. Next bisect this line and 
draw a perpendicular line to it C D. 
This perpendicular line passes 
through the center of the pallet ar- 
bor and starts from the center of 


the escape wheel. By placing di- 
viders at point C we draw the prim- 
itive diameter which is denoted by 
semi-circle W W W. The diameter 
of this circle will be determined by 
the, size of paper used. The opening 
of the.paHets (the distance from the 
locking face of one pallet stone to 
the locking face of the other one is 
60°) may be found by laying off 
30° to the right, and left, giving us 
lines € E and C F. 

Our next step will be to locate the 
pallet arbor. This is done by draw- 
ing tangents to circle W at the 
points where the 30° lines cross it, 
or in other words, it will be at right 
angle to the lines C E or C F at the 
point. where they cross the circle W, 
where these two lines cross the line 
C D will locate the pallet arbor P. 
We draw the lines P G and P H.

We can now draw our pallets lock- 
ing on the R-stone, at rest, or lock- 
ing on the L-stone. First, we will 
draw them locking on the R-stone. 
The circle drawn, W, passes through 
the locking corners of all of the 


the teeth; the impulse faces of the 
teeth then must be outside of this 
circle, and both the locking and the 
impulse of the pallet must be inside 
of this circle. The impulse face of 
the tooth will have 414° of lift. The 
lock will be 114° and the impulse of

the pallet stone will be 4° (414° plus 
114° plus 4° equals 10°, total move- 
ment of pallets). Place the center of 
the protractor at P, (center of pal- 
lets) and mark 414° above line PG, 
114° below the same line, and 4° be- 
low the 114° or 514° below the line 
PG. Draw straight lines from point 
P through these points giving us 
lines P1, P2, P3. For the width of 
our pallet stones and escape wheel 
teeth, we lay off from the center 
of the wheel to the right of the line 
CE, 5° for pallets, and to the left 
of the same line 514° for the width 
of tooth, giving lines C-4 and C-5, 
We also draw a line 5° at the right 
of line F for the width of the L 
stone. From center of the pallets, P, 
draw an arc of a circle a-a passing 
through the points where the 30° 
lines cross the circle W; this arc of 
a circle shows the path of the lock- 
ing corner of each pallet stone. They 
are always on this circle at some 
point. We also draw arcs through 
the points where the 5° lines cross 
the circle W, from center of pallets. 
The arc on the left, b-b, represents 
the path of the let-off point of the 
R-stone and the arc on the right, 
e-c, shows the path of the let-off 
point of the L-stone. These are im- 
portant points, as will be seen when 
we draw the impulse faces of our 
pallet stones. -

To get the full diameter of our 
wheel, draw a circle from the center 
of the wheel through the point 
where the 414° line, P-1, crosses the 
circle that shows the path of the 
let-off point of the R-stone, b-b. 
This circle will be concentric with W. 
The back part of the tooth will be on 
this circle. 

When a tooth is locking on the R- 
stone, the let-off point of the 
L-stone must be at the outside cir- 
cumference of the wheel. The let- 
off point of this stone is always on 
the arc of the circle (c-c). It must

now be at the point: where these two 
circles cross each other and through 
that point we draw the line marked 
A, and above this line lay off 4° for 
our impulse face of the L-stone. 

We can now draw ‘the impulse 
face of the tooth and the impulse 
faces of our pallet’ stonés. First, we 
will draw that of the tooth.- We 
have 514° for the width of the im- 
impulse face of the tooth, as shown 
by the lines drawn. The back of the 
teeth are on the outer circle, and the 
front or locking corners are on the 
inner circle, so if we draw a straight 
line from the point where the line 
C-5 crosses the outer circle, to the 
point where the line C E crosses the 
inner circle, we will have the im- 
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pulse face of our tooth. In drawing 
that of the pallet stones, we know 
the locking corner is always on the 
circle a a, and the let-off point of the 
R-stone is on the circle b b. The 
locking corner is also on the line P-2, 
and the let-off on the line P-3, so the 
impulse face of this stone would be 
drawn from the point where the line 
P-2 crosses the circle a a, to the 
point where the line P-3 crosses the 
circle b b. The L-stone is similar, 
the locking corner being at the point 
where the line P-7 crosses the circle 
a-a, and the let-off point where the 
circle ¢-c crosses the line P. A. Con- 
necting these two points with a 


straight line we have the impulse 
. face of the L-stone. We should now

observe that neither the locking nor 
the let-off points are on the straight 
line 5° apart that were laid off for 
their width. This is very plainly 
seen at the let-off point of the 
R-stone, as it is on the circle b-b, 
and the 5° line C-4 is some distance 
from it. This is caused by the cir- 
cular movement of the pallets. If 
you follow the arc of the circle, it 
‘will be readily seen that when the 
pallet has been raised until the let- 
off point is at the circle w w or 
primitive diameter of the wheel, 
then the circle and the straight line 
both pass through the same point; 
the farther we move our pallets the 
greater the distance will be. 

It is necessary that the front of 
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the tooth be cut away in order that 
the tooth may come in contact with 
the pallet stone only at one point. In 
order to give the required clearance, 
we lay off 24° at the left of the line 
C E, placing the center of the pro- 
tractor at the locking corner of the 
tooth, giving us line d-d.

We now draw a circle (e-e) to 
which the line d-d is tangent: The 
locking faces of al] the teeth will be 
tangents to this circle. We may now 
proceed to locate the other teeth. If 
we had a complete circle we could 
step it off with dividers into fifteen 
equal parts, but as we only have half 
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LOCK ESCAPEMENT—Continued 


a circle, this cannot be done. We 
could lay off 24° from the locking 
corner of our tooth, and get it fairly 
accurately, but we have a more ac- 
curate method than that. We know 
the line C D forms a right angle 
with the base line A B. The line C E, 
which passes through the corner of 
the tooth is 30° from the perpendic- 
ular line; in all we have the sum: of 
90° and 30° or 120°. This divided 
by 24 (the angle between two teeth) 
(120 divided by 24) equals 5, there 
must be exactly 5. spaces fram the 
tooth we now have to the base line 
on the right. We can set our dividers 


so they will exactly step it off in five © 


spaces, each of these points being 
the locking corner of a-tooth. The 
other teeth may now. be located by 


the dividers. The impulse faces of ' 


the other teeth may be drawn the 
same as the one that is finished ; the 
back portion of the teeth may be 
made of any desired form, but must 


be cut out enough to allow for the: 


recoil in unlocking. The rest of the 
wheel has no definite size and much 
depends upon the maker’s individual 
taste, but it is important that the 
front face and the impulse face 
should be made as nearly correct as 
it is possible to make them. 


We now draw a perpendicular or 
right angle to the 114° line (P-2) 
from the locking corner of the R- 
stone (f). At the right of this line 
we lay off either 12° or 15° for the 
draw. We will use 12° on each stone. 
This line gives us the locking face 
of the R-stone. We also see that it 
is inside the circle a-a, which repre- 
sents the path of the locking cor- 
ners of the pallet stones. 


For the L-stone we proceed in a 
similar manner; in all cases we draw 
first a perpendicular line from the 
line passing from the center of the 
pallet arber through the locking cor- 
ner of thé stone, the perpendicular 
line always starting from the lock- 
ing corner of the stone. Then at the 
right of this line lay off 12° for 
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draw. When these lines are drawn 
for the L-stone, we notice the lock- 
ing face is outside of the circle a-a. 


We now have the locking and im- 
pulse faces of both pallet stones 
drawn. The other faces may be 
drawn parallel to the locking faces 


_and the pallet steel drawn in. This, 


as in many other cases, is a matter 
where one may please himself, the 
acting faces only requiring perfect 
form. When the wheel and pallets 


‘have been drawn in with the pencil, 


those who desire may ink them in, 
using the bow-pen in the compasses 
for the circles and the hand bow-pen 
for the straight lines, being careful 
to have the pen lean away from the 
ruler, otherwise it is liable to blot 
the paper. 





U. S. Observatory Timekeeping 


In the United States Observatory at 
Washington, there are several Riefler 
clocks which have been built and_in- 
stalled at great expense. 


These clocks have been mounted on con- 
crete piers sunk deep in the earth to avoid 
vibration. They are housed in a room 
which is kept always at constant tempera- 
ture. Every 28 seconds, they are auto- 
matically wound up by electricity—they 
run in a vacuum. Yet, in spite of all pre- 
cautions which human ingenuity can de- 
vise, these clocks do not keep perfect time. 

The fixed stars are nature’s own time- 
keepers. They alone are absolutely ac- 
curate. Through nightly observations of 
the stars, corrections are made in the 
variations of these Riefler clocks, so that 
the nation may have its time as nearly 
correct as it is humanly possible. 

The public, ordinarily unaware that the 
keeping of perfect time is a mechanical 
impossibility, grievously errs in expecting 
absolute accuracy from a watch. 

According to government specifications, 
the following variations are conside 
good performance for high-grade watehes: 

4 minute a day is very good time. 

1 minute a day is good time. 

2 minutes a day is standard govern- 
ment time required of a large strap 
watch. 
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U.H.A.A.-N.A.H.S. Amend Association Rules 






To Strengthen Official Program Operations 


Answering the call of Executive 
Secretary Orville R. Hagans for an 
increased energy and more produc- 
tive activity in association work, 
national officers and officials of 
the United Horological Association 
of America and the National Asso- 
ciation of Horological Schools gath- 


ered in Denver, national headquar-: 


ters of the two groups, early last 
month, to revamp and improve their 
standard method of operations. 
The conference was the most im- 
portant ever held by the 15-year-old 
U.H.A.A. and the recently formed 
N.A.HLS. 

Ranging through all association 
business technics, the watchmakers 
group supplemented their stream- 
lined new amendments and regula- 
tions with a rigorous penalty 
against any future deficiency in 
their own jurisdictional operations. 
Unanimous approval was accorded 
a ruling which requires all U.H.A.A. 
officials to make monthly reports 
on activities and progress in their 
respective regions, with the failure 
of submitting three consecutive con-

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structive reports automatically ter- 
minating their tenure on the exec. 
utive board. 


Proficiency Certification Stressed 


The first primary concentration 
in the conference was devoted to 
the subject of providing a faultless 
procedure in examining board prac- 
tices and the currently highlighted 
proficiency tests. Considerable re- 
cent research by board members re- 
sulted during the meeting in a pro- 
gram of furnishing state boards of 
examiners in watchmaking with ex- 
plicitly clear, detailed instruction to 
aid in examination procedure and 
eliminate any possibility of delay 
owing to misinterpreted regula- 
tions. 

While continually determined to 
stress the value and trade impor- 
tance of the U.H.A.A. proficiency 
examination to watchmakers and 
graduate students, the association 
officials eased the pressure of the 
earlier examinations which harried 
the examinee. Future tests will al- 
low more consideration for the on- 
the-job practicing watchmaker by 
splitting his examination time into 
free evening and weekend test-tak- 
ing. Even though a greater recog- 
nition will be granted the exam- 
inee’s difficulties and disadvantages 
while under the pressure of the 
two-day examination, the new regu- 
lations make it clear that the prin- 
cipal purpose of the test is to deter- 
mine the examinee’s ability for 
watch repair service, with no relax- 
ing of the previous rigid require- 
ments. 

New amendments to the examina- 
tion rules permit the acceptance of 
solid balance wheels in examina- 
tions, and a five seconds greater

tolerance of time rate in three posi- 
tions. The new 20-seconds tolerance 
standard is still more critical than 
state board examinations, and was 
allowed in compensation for short 
examination time, difficult watches 
and the possibility of rough han- 
dling in transit of the watches used 
in the tests. A 75% average pass- 
ing grade for both the written and 
practical examinations is main- 
tained as a pre-requisite to earning 
the coveted proficiency certificate. 


Further ruling endorsed the rec- 
ommendation of all examination 
monitors by the respective associa- 
tions or schools conducting the tests, 
and their approval by the examin- 
ing board director. Present require- 
ments for the paid monitors call 
for strict impartiality and a thor- 
ough knowledge of examination pro- 
cedures. Greater detailed informa- 
tion on the procedures will be made 
available to the monitors for future 
tests, and a fool-proof filing and 
grading system was instituted for 
all U.H.A.A. examinations. 


Additional progress in the meet- 
ing resulted with extensive revision 
of questions in the written examina- 
tion to eliminate any possibility of 
repetition or ambiguity, and the 
decision to recall all outstanding 
certificates for re-numbering. 

A publicity setup was formed 
whereby watchmakers successfully 
passing the proficiency examination 
are to be accorded public recogni- 
tion for their proven ability. 


Horological Schools Adopt Code 
of Ethics 


N.A.H.S. officials adopted a code 
of ethics stressing training facil- 
ities and student relations for all 
member schools. A resolution was 
passed urging all member schools 
to offer every incentive to their stu- 
dents to submit to the U.H.A.A. 
proficiency test. A number of 
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schools have advised U.H.A.A. that 
they are now requiring their stu. 
dents to take the examination as a 
pre-requisite for graduating.

The U.H.A.A. meeting resulted in 
a program of increased public rela- 
tions and educational efforts; avail- 
ability of its technical releases and 
bulletins to N.A.H.S. member 
schools three months after the orig- 
inal release to association members:

OWADAYS, WHEN MACHINERY 

has invaded the watchmaking 
workshops, where the most delicate 
movements are executed by means 
of improved mechanical methods, 
we meet fewer and fewer watch- 
makers who are capable of execut- 
ing a watch movement entirely, 
from beginning to end. 

A century ago, unique and often 
remarkable movements were found, 
which had been executed by the 
numerous artists of that period. 
Now, alas, this category of watch- 
makers tends to disappear. This is 
certainly not due to the lack of 
means of knowledge, but the re- 
quirements of present-day life, the 
organization and the nature itself 
of the work do not predispose the 
watchmaker to the careful and per- 
sonal work which was the joy of 
our ancestors in their hours of 
leisure. Today, in order to devote 
one’s self to such work, it is neces- 
sary to be very strong-minded, to

have a deep love for the profession 
and often unlimited patience. 

We take pleasure in presenting 
to our readers the remarkable work 
executed by a watchmaker from Le 
Locle, Mr. Fritz-A. Robert-Charrue, 
professor for the examination of 
movements and complicated watches 
at the Le Locle division of the Neu- 
chatel Technicum, who has made a 
lever watch 19.7 mm. in diameter, 
with tourbillon. 

This is certainly the smallest 
tourbillon watch made up to now. 

This unique movement represents 
considerable work, for all the parts 
of the escapement and the tour- 
billon were entirely made by Mr. 
Robert-Charrue, who gave up his 
leisure time to this work over seyv- 
eral years. 

This tourbillon is of the classic 
type: the cage with the escape 
ment covers one revolution per min- 
ute and bears the seconds hand. 
We wish to congratulate Mr. Rob- 
ert-Charrue for this magnificent 
realization. We hope to have the 
pleasure of admiring often again 
new tourbillon watches or special 
movements made by him. 


Editor’s Note: Fritz Robert-Char- 
rue attains his creative skill quite 
naturally. His paternal grandfather 
was a watchcase maker, using @ 
four-foot bow to turn his hand lathe. 
His maternal grandfather was @ 
famed watchmaker who manufac- 
tured spring-gongs for repeater 
watches. As to Mr. Robert himself, 
he was for some time one of the 
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prize students of Louis Dubois, now 
Dean at the American Academy in 
Denver. Mr. Dubois, who is also 
on the Board of Technical Editors 
of A. H. & J., fondly remembers 
Fritz-Robert as an outstanding stu- 
dent and skillful worker who always 
willingly shared his ability in help- 
ing other students in the most diffi- 
cult phases of their work. 


1. The Mounted Cage. 

The escapement and the tourbillon device 
are the most interesting parts. Apart from 
the very small dimensions of its parts, the 
principal difficulty resides in the realization 
of the coaxiality of the four pivots, that is, 
the two pivots of the cage and the two 
pivots of the balance. The execution and 
setting to work of these various parts often 
required miracles of skill. The following de- 
tails will enable the reader to judge for 
himself: 


2. Lower Cage 

The total dimension of the cage is 8 mm., 
that of the pinion head 2.5 mm.; the width 
of the arm is 0.5 mm. and that of the rim 
0.50 mm. at the widest part and 0.28 mm. 
in the narrowest. 


3. The Large Bridge 

Its length is 13.3 mm. and the width of 
the heel, 4.5 mm. The baguette is 0.45 mm. 
wide. The finish of this bridge is remark- 
able. The supper surface is polished and 
angled, and bears, in the center, a small 
gold setting with its stone, affixed by means 
of three screws and three washers. 


4. The Escapement Wheel Bridge Seen From 
iow 

The small bridges, three in number, are 
made of steel and all have a set jewel; they 
are all of small dimensions and remarkably 
well finished. The small heads surrounding 
the stones are especially interesting; their 
dimensions are: 

° of the heads 0.90 mm.; 
° of the jewels 0.60 mm. 
5. The Lever 

The lever, completely executed by means 
of the file, is the part which required the 
greatest care and amount of work. Its func- 
tioning must be most accurate. It is very 
carefully finished; the top is polished and 
angled all around; its total length is 2.5 mm. 
The screws are all very small; their heads 
are polished and angled; the smallest, that 
of the stud, has a screw-thread of 0.25 mm. 
and a head 0.32 mm. in diameter. 

The watch is admirably well-finished and 
when examining the escapement parts un- 
der a microscope, that is greatly enlarged, 
we are surprised at finding such harmonious 
lines and such perfection in parts as small as 
these.(The proportional difference in the ac- 
tual size of the parts illustrated here is in- 
dicated by the circle and lines.)

The most accurate was the 
recent winner of the world “Concours de 
Reglage,” or timing contest, held last 
month in Neuchatel. 


The most elaborate watch was a pocket 
model which tells time, days, date and 
month; a stop-watch mechanism; gives 
the phases of the moon—to mention only 
a few of its uses! The thinnest was a 
man’s pocket watch which easily could be 
slipped between the teeth of a comb.

A California Jeweler Reveals His Operations Formula 
W. R. HARRISON 


URING the past eleven years 

H. V. Curtis, owner of the Cur- 
tis Watch Hospital and Jewelry 
Store in Santa Monica, California, 
has repaired more than 110,000 
watches, an average of better than 
10,000 a year. 

Whether you figure it by the 
year, the month or the day, that is 
a lot of repair jobs. 

While, of course, the personality 
of the individual plays an important 
part in the success of any man, there 
must necessarily be other factors, 
too. At least a portion of Mr. Cur- 
tis’ continuing success is due to ac- 
curate record keeping. 

While filing systems, for purely 
statistical purposes, may or may not 
be vital, when they are maintained 
for the purpose of checking custo- 
mer files, of planning and executing 
direct mail advertising, and for en- 
abling repair work to be expedited 
so that it is ready for the customer 
when promised, récord keeping be- 
comes of paramount importance. 


Contrary to the usual repair prac- 
tice of an original and duplicate 
sales slip or repair ticket, all of the 
Curtis records are maintained in 
triplicate form. 


The original, which includes the 
Curtis guarantee of materials and 
workmanship, is given to the cus- 
tomer as a receipt. The duplicate is 
the shop record which, after the 
work is completed, is filed in nu- 
merical order. The triplicate is the 
office record and is made out on a 
8x5 file card which is filed alpha- 
betically by customer name. 
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Both the duplicate and triplicate 
contain complete information about 
the transaction, showing date, time 
in and time out, description includ- 
ing case, movement, number of jew- 
els and so on, together with an ac- 
count of the repairs that were ef- 
fected and the price charged. 

By filing both by number and by 
name a cross reference is provided 
so that at any time in the future a 
customer’s work history can be in- 
stantly found. The unfiled shop re- 
cords reveal at a glance the approxi- 
mate number of repair jobs in pro- 
gress at any given time. Should the 
current shop record file become un- 
duly large it furnishes quick warn- 
ing that the repair force is being 
taxed beyond capacity by incoming 
volume of work, and an additional

watchmaker can be employed to 
take up the overload. 


The shop record is not to be con- 
fused with the repair ticket which is 
attached to the watch itself. When 
a repair job is finished and ready 
for delivery the watch is hung on a 
panel in the downstairs repair de- 
partiuent but the shop ticket is filed 
even though a customer may not 
claim the watch for some time. 


Another Curtis practice that has 
played a major role in the develop- 
ment of his business is the whole- 
sale supply of parts carried in stock 
as a matter of course. Curtis re 
pairs not only for his own custo- 
mers Lut for the trade. This neces- 
sitates maintaining a supply of 
parts, which, in many cases, are 
practically unobtainable on the pres- 
ent market. 


Not only do other jewelers rely 
on Curtis to handle difficult watch 
repair jobs for them but he also 
numbers among his clients many 
prominent motion picture personali- 
ties including stars, directors and 
other luminaries. An examination of 
his file records reveals that the 
prices charged these notables are 
the same as those charged any other 
customers — perhaps one-of the 
reasons why he enjoys this patron- 
age. 


Four repairmen are regularly em- 
ployed in individual four-foot cubi- 
cles on the main floor, while three 
others are at work on the second 
floor. The latest checking and repair 
machinery is instantly available to 
the repairmen, and this machinery 
is on full display for the benefit of 
customers. 


It is common practice, of course, 
for repairmen to carry insurance 
on work left in their care. But Cur- 
tis makes a point of advertising this 
fact. From the day he opened his 
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shop in 1937 and up to the present 
time there has never been an issue 
of the local newspaper which did 
not carry his advertising. 


Usually, the space used is small, 
seldom over five inches single col- 
umn. The important thing, says 
Curtis, about advertising is to keep 
at it. 


Currently he is promoting a slo- 
gan, “Meet Me at Curtis Corner.” 
This refers to his location at the in- 
tersection of Santa Monica boule- 
vard and 5th street. If this slogan 
is carried daily, month after 
month, announces Curtis, people 
will sooner or later get into the 
habit of following the suggestion. 
This will result not only in more 
repair business but, since people 
cannot fail to see his windows, more 
jewelry business as well. 


The jewelry department of the 
Curtis store is unusual in that every- 
thing is in multiples of four. The 
wall cases are four feet wide and 
eight feet high. The showcases are 
four by four and are set out four 
feet from the walls. This same plan 
is carried out in the watchmakers’ 
cubicles and in the windows which 
are four feet in width. 
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All show and wall cases in the Curtis store 
are in multiples of four feet. In addition to 
general fluorescent lighting fourteen reflec- 
tor spots swivel mounted in the ceiling train 
direct spot lighting on each showcase. Each 
case is devoted to the display of a single 
type of merchandise, a method of depart- 
mentization that is also carried out in the 
window displays.

In the ceiling, fourteen reflector 
spots mounted in adjustable sockets 
are so arranged that they throw a 
brilliant light on each four - foot 
show case. When they are all turned 
on at the same time the interior of 
the shop is so brilliant that, even to 
eyes adjusted to the bright Californ- 
ia sunshine, it can be clearly seen 
from the street. 


The entire store is departmentized 


- in that each show case and wall 


case displays only one kind of mer- 
chandise. One case, for example, dis- 
plays men’s watches only, another 
women’s watches. Men’s rings and 
women’s rings each have their own 
case, and so with the various other 
jewelry items carried in stock, not 
excluding clocks which are displayed 
in a separate wall case. 


This departmentization is carried 
out in the window displays. Carry- 
ing a hodge-podge of unrelated jew- 
elry in the window is fundamentally 
wrong, thinks Curtis. After all, 
when people see a window display- 
ing nothing but diamond rings they 
are reasonably certain to know that 
it is a jewelry store. But the con- 
centrated display of a single item 
is impressive in that it conveys the 
thought that the store has an unus- 
ually wide variety of rings (or what- 
ever may be the articles displayed) 
from which to select. Four windows, 
each protected on the inside against 
possible shoplifting by secret electri- 
cally controlled locks, serve to keep 
the passersby acquainted with the 
comprehensive stock carried by the 
store. 


The Curtis Watch Hospital has 
achieved a reputation for skill, in- 
tegrity and responsibility.

Striking Clocks—Lesson 10 
(Continued from October, 1948) 


69. Quarter Chimes and Hour 
Strike, Control Mechanisms of an 
American Chime Clock 


Figs. 1, 2, and 3 show a front, 
back, and side view, respectively, 
of an American make of chime 
clock. 


In this construction, the chime 
train is placed at the right of the 
movement, the time train in the 
center, and the hour striking train 
on the left. The chime train is con- 
trolled by a counting-wheel or 
platem and the hour striking train 
by a rack and snail similar to that 
previously described. 


In the particular movement 
shown, the cannon-pinion is fixed 
on the center-arbor, and the friction 
for carrying the hands and unlock- 
ing the chime train is accomplished 
in the manner described for the one- 
day clock in a previous lesson. 
Fastened to the back of the cannon- 
pinion, there is a snail or cam- 
wheel, a, which has four cams, and 
at each quarter-hour, and on the 
the hour, one of these cams releases 
the chime train for the quarter 
chime, the action of which is as fol- 
lows: A few minutes before the 
quarter-hour, and the hour, one of 
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the cams, a, comes into contact with 
the lifting-piece, b, which is pivoted 
on the lever ce, and raises the lever ec, 
a pin in the end of which engages in 
a slot in the warning-lever, d, and 
moves the warning-lever into the 
path of the warning-pin, e, in the 
warning-wheel, f. The warning- 
lever, d, in moving, contacts a pin, 
g, in the locking-lever, h, thus mov- 
ing the locking-lever out of the path 
of the locking-warning pin, e, and 
releases the chime train, which 
turns until the locking-warning pin 
comes to rest against the warning- 
lever, d, which locks the train. 


When the minute hand arrives at 
the quarter-hour marker, the cam, a, 
moves out from under the lifting- 
piece, b, which allows the lever ¢ to 
drop and move the warning-lever, d, 
out of the path of the warning-lock- 
ing pin, e, which frees the train to 
chime the quarter-hour. When the 
warning-lever, d, frees the train, it 
also allows the locking-lever, h, the 
left arm, i, of which is the chime 
control lever, to drop back against 
the counting-wheel, j, under the 
pressure of the spring, k. The count- 
ing-wheel, j, turns with the chime 
train, and cams the chime control 
lever, i, and, therewith, the locking- 
lever, out of the path of the locking- 
pin, e, and holds it out until the 
counting-wheel, j, has turned suffi- 
ciently to allow the chime control 
lever, i, to drop into the next notch 
of the counting-wheel, which allows 
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the locking-lever, h, to move back 
into the path of the locking-pin, e, 
and lock the train. 

On the rear end of the arbor of 
the counting-wheel, j, there is a 
large wheel, 1, Fig. 2, which gears 
through an intermediate wheel, m, 
with a wheel, n, on the pin-barrel, o. 
The pin-barrel has twenty pins, p, 
which are arranged in groups of 
four, and in such an order in the 
barrel that each group, in turning, 
will contact the lifting-arms, c, of 
the hammers, r, one at a time, so as 
to strike the proper notes on the 
chime rods, s. Fig. 3 gives a clearer 
view of the arrangement of the pins 
in the pin-barrel, and of the ham- 
mers. 

. The position of the parts shown in 
Fig. 1 indicates that the clock has 
just struck the hour of twelve, and 
that the next strike will be the 
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chime of the first quarter, at which 
time the cam, a, will contact the lift- 
ing-piece to warn the train, and then 
free it to strike, as above explained. 
The counting-wheel, j, is designated 
by dividing its circumference into 
ten spaces, one-tenth of the circum- 
ference being used to hold the lock- 
ing-lever, h, out of the path of the 
locking-pin, e, for a sufficient length 
of time for the train, 1, m, and n, 
Fig. 2, to turn the pin-barrel, o, one- 
fifth turn or sufficiently for one set 
of pins, p, to raise and drop four of 
the hammers, r, and thus strike four 
notes on the gongs, s, which are, in 
the Westminster chimes, the notes 
e, d, c, g, struck in order listed. 

The next division of the counting- 
wheel includes two-tenths of the cir- 
cumference of the wheel, which al- 
lows the pin-barrel to turn two- 
fifths of a turn and thus raise and

drop a series of eight hammers, and 
strike a series of eight notes, with a 
pause between each set of four, the 
notes struck being: ec, e, d, g, pause, 
c, d, e, c; struck in the order listed, 
and which is the second-quarter or 
half-hour chime. 


The third division of the count- 
ing-wheel includes three-tenths of 
the circumference of the wheel, 
which allows the pin-barrel to turn 
three-fifths of a turn, which will 
raise and drop a series of twelve 
hammers, and strike a series of 
twelve notes, with a pause between 
each set of four, the notes struck 
being: e, c, d, g, pause, g, d, e, ¢, 
pause, e, d, c, g, which is the third- 
quarter chime. 

The fourth division of the count- 
ing wheel includes four-tenths of 
the circumference of the wheel, 
which allows the pin-barrel to turn 
four-fifths of a turn, and raise a 











series of sixteen hammers, with a 
pause between each set of four, the 
notes struck being: c, e, d, g, pause, 
c, d, e, c, pause, e, c, d, g, pause, 
g, d, e, c, and this is the fourth-quar- 
ter chime, which is struck just be- 
fore the hour strike. 


The Hour Strike 


Shortly after the beginning of the 
fourth-quarter chime a pin, t, in the 
counting-wheel, j, which moves in 
the path shown by the arrow, con- 
tacts the lifting-piece, A, a notch in 
the left end of which engages a pin, 
B, in the striking train warning- 
lever C, and rocks it into the path of 
the warning-pin, D, in the warning 
and locking-wheel, E. As the count- 
ing-wheel turns, a pin, F, in the lift- 
ing piece, A, comes into contact with 
the locking-lever, G; moves its end 
out of the path of the warning and 
locking-pin, D, and releases the 
striking train, which turns until the 
warning-pin, D, limits against the 
warning-lever, C, which locks the 
train. 

Soon after the warning action 
takes place, a pin, H, in the locking- 
lever, G, which is also the rack- 
catch, moves out from under the 
rack, I, and allows it to drop, its fall 
being arrested when the pin, J, in 
the rack-arm, K, limits against a 
step of the snail, L, which is fas- 
tened on the hour-wheel.

When the fourth-quarter strike 
has been completed, the pin, t, in the 
counting-wheel, j, moves out from 
under the lifting-piece, A, which 
drops, and moves the warning-lever, 
C, out of the path of the warning- 
pin, D, in the warning-wheel, E, 
which releases the train for the hour 
strike. The dropping of the lifting- 
piece, A, allows the rack-catch pin, 
H, to drop into contact with the 
rack, I, in readiness to hold the rack 
up when it is raised, and also to hold 
the locking-lever, G, out of the path 
of the locking-pin, D. 

In the construction shown, there 
are two gathering-pins, M, which 
are held in a dise which is frictioned 
on an extension of the arbor of the 
pallet-wheel, N, and which revolve 
in the direction shown by the arrow, 
each pin moving in between the 
teeth of the rack, I, in turn, and 
gathering the rack up, tooth by 
tooth, until the rack-catch pin, H, 
drops under the last tooth of the 
rack, which allows the locking-lever, 
G, to move into the path of the lock- 
ing-pin, D, and thus lock the train. 

With two gathering-pins, M, 
there is a gathering action on the 
rack for each half-revolution of the 
pallet-wheel, N, the rear extension 
of the pallet-wheel arbor having a 
similar set of two pins, O, Fig. 2, 
which revolve in the direction shown 
by the arrow near them, each pin, in 
turn, contacting the lifting-arm, P, 
on the hammer arbor, a wing, Q, of 
the lifting-arm extending under 
four of the hammers, and lifting and 
then dropping them simultaneously 
to strike a chime of four blended 
notes. In some movements, only the 
last or fifth hammer is raised, 
which strikes a deep-toned note, 
which in the Westminster chime is 
middle ce. 

The chimes in these clocks are 
usually hardened and tempered rods, 
fastened in a heavy cast-iron block, 
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R, which is supported on the back of 
the case, or on a pedestal fastened 
to the bottom of the case. 

When the: hammers are raised, 
the hammer-springs, S, are put un- 
der tension, and when the hammers 
are dropped the strings force them 
to fall with some momentum, during 
which the rear extensions, T, of the 
hammers bank on the banking pin, 
U, while the hammer head keeps 
moving; strikes the chime-gong; 
then recoils quickly to clear the 
gong, so as to allow it to vibrate 
freely. The hammer head should be 
adjusted, by adjusting the hammer 
wire, so that, when at rest, it is suf- 
ficiently far away from the gong 
that it cannot interfere with the 
free vibrations of the gong. 

Other arrangements of the gongs 
and hammers will be found, but they 
are all similar to the one shown. In 
hall clocks, the chime-gongs are 
often made of brass tubes, which are 
suspended vertically on cords, so as 
to be free to vibrate when struck.

Assembling and Adjusting the 
Striking Trains 

In taking this style of clock apart, 
it is necessary to remove the dige 
holding the gathering-pins, M, Fig, 
1, and the disc holding the striking. 
pins, O, Fig. 2, by forcing them off 
of the pallet-wheel arbor, where 
they fit friction tight. In replacing 
them, they should take the positions 
shown after striking, so that the 
gathering-pins will not interfere 
with the dropping of the rack, and 
so that the striking-pins will not 
hold the hammers in the raised posi- 
tion. 

In the movement shown, the hour 
striking train may be assembled 
without care as to meshing of the 
wheels and pinions however, in some 
movements, there is a star-wheel, or 
a striking-pin wheel, which will 
have to be adjusted in relation to the 
warning-wheel so that the lifting 
pin of the hammer will not be rest- 
ing on a tooth of the star-wheel, or 
a pin of the striking-wheel after 
striking, in order not to strike on 
the warning action, or leave the 
hammer in the raised position. 

It will also be necessary to remove 
the counting-wheel, j, which may fit 
on a square on its arbor, or be fas- 
tened to its arbor by a screw in its 
hub, and to remove the wheel, | 
Fig. 2, which may fit on a square on 
its arbor, or be fastened to its arbor 
by a screw in its hub. In replacing 
these parts, the counting-wheel 
should take the position shown, with 
the wing, i, of the locking-lever, h, 
having just dropped off of the 
fourth-quarter division of the 
counting-wheel, and with the lock- 
ing-pin, e, in the warning-locking 
wheel, f, resting against the locking- 
lever, h. With the counting-wheel 
in this position, the wheel, 1, should 
be placed on its arbor so that the 
pin barrel, o will assume the posi- 
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tion shown, with the lifting-arms, q, 
of the hammers mid-way between 
two sets of pins. 

In the movement shown, the pin- 
barrel wheel, n, is arranged to be 
shifted out of gear with the wheel 
m, to correct the order of striking of 
the chimes, and to disable them, if 
desired. Other movements are made 
self-correcting, which means that if 
the chime train gets out of step 
with the hour striking train, which 
it will do if the chime mainspring 
runs down before the mainspring of 
the time train does, the chimes will 
be prevented from striking until the 
hour hand arrives on the hour. This 
is accomplished in several auxiliary 
locking detent after the third-quar- 
ter chime, and to place a longer cam, 
a, on the cannon-pinion to raise this 
detent on the hour. The student has 


only to strike the chime train 


around, in a movement having this 
mechanism, and observe how the 
chime train is held locked when out 
of step with the hour striking train, 
and to reset the counting-wheel in 
the proper position to accomplish 
this result, if necessary. 

Other movements have a pin-bar- 
rel that has two sets of chime pins, 
which can be shifted to either posi- 
tion to strike a different chime.

WWICE RECENTLY THERE HAVE BEEN TWO 

splendid talks, via the National net- 
work airways, on the subject of coopera- 
tion. Since yours truly is, has been and 
expects to continue to be, just a bit super 
co-op conscious, here was an “Otherwise” 
tailormade. Seems that the National 
Truckers Association held its annual con- 
vention somewhere up East last month, 
and an official of the Firestone Tire com- 
pany, on the network program, had words 
of praise for the truckers, congratulated 
them and discoursed at length upon coop- 
eration. Mr. Vincent Ford then appeared 
on the Ford program and did identically 
the same. Am I sitting pretty—here is the 
factory cooperation angle all laid out. 


I always knew that most manufacturers 
are co-op conscious, in fact anxious for it. 
It’s just a matter of bringing it to the at- 
tention of the Clock Manufacturers and 
we'll have them cooperating with the 
Clock Repairmen, THEN, when it comes 
to setting it to paper, comes this thought: 
These truckers are the boys who BUY 
trucks and tires—this thing won’t work, 
what I want to know is would Firestone 
and Ford put just as much steam behind 
the idea if and when they were talking to 
the boys who patch up the broken and 
worn ones—the repairmen? This I’ve

It isn’t every day that an editor of a 
horological magazine drops by for a visit.

Could you give 
me any information as to date when the 
clock was manufactured?

Dear Mr. Silic: 
This clock was made about 1820. 


No doubt you have heard the old pun 
about the weather prophet who said “All 
signs fail in dry weather.” This should 
adiso apply to any predictions made about 
a wooden clock. During the wooden clock 
era—about 1800 to 1837—there was so 
much trading in wooden movements, so 
many companies formed, etc., that it is 
very difficult to determine the movement 
from the wording of the label. 

Most wooden movements found in cases 
with either of the following labels bear 
a close resemblance: Orton, Preston & Co., 
Farmington, Conn., about 1810; Williams, 
Orton, Preston’s & Co., Farmington, about 
1820; Seymour, Williams & Porter, Farm- 
ington, about 1835-1837. 

Most of these were eight-day shelf 
clocks and the mechanical design differed 
quite a bit from the “Terry” type, the 
principal differences being (1) the strike 
train is laid out downward, ending with 
the fan-fly projecting below the bottom of 
the plates; (2) the count-wheel is between 
the plates instead of outside the front 
plate; (3) the plates were mahogany in- 
stead of oak; (4) weights, square, about 9 
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Seymour, Williams & Porter Clock.

Dear Mr. Coleman: 

I am doing clock repairing here for a 
couple of stores and also do some work on 
old clocks for antique shops. I need some 
information on a clock I have in my shop 
now. It is one of the E. N. Welch clocks, 
and the label on the back reads “Lotta 
Mfg. for J. M. Chandler & Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio, by E. N. Welch Mfg. Co.” There are 
no model numbers on the movement. 

My problem is this—where can I get the 
correct springs for this clock? The strike 
spring now in the clock is too strong, 
causing the clock to strike much too fast. 
The time spring was broken and I matched 
it the nearest I could from my stock but 
the clock only runs about 2% days, though 
it is supposed to be an eight-day move- 
ment. The arbors seem to be made fora 
spring about %-inch wide, but I don’t 
know the strength or length, as I think 
the broken spring was not the right spring 
for this movement. 

I enjoy reading your helpful column, 
and I hope you can help me on this spring 
problem.

Dear Mr. Stonehouse: 


The present Sessions Clock Co. was in- 
corporated from the.E. N. Welch Mfg Co. 
back about 1903, thus your clock must be 
something like 50 years old. 

It is noted that you refer to an eight- 
day movement. Are you sure of that? 
Very few early American clocks with %” 
springs were eight-day. Most were what 
are commonly called one-day, or as labeled 
by the manufacturers, thirty-hour clocks. 
We believe that if you will count the train 
and determine the required length of a 
spring to drive it eight days, you will find 
it to be a one-day clock. 

Use a weaker spring on your strike 
train and be sure that the tension of the 
spring on the strike hammer isn’t too 
great. Bear in mind that clocks of this 
type and period were designed to, and 
always did, strike a little faster than the 
clocks of today.

Dear Mr. Coleman: 


I would like to have some information 
about an old wooden clock movement in 
my possession. The frame is 9% by 7% 
inches, has three gears for weight, and 
three square shafts, key-wind. The hands 
gear is 3% by 3/16 and has 48 teeth. 
There are 10 wooden gears, 2% to 4 inches 
i», diameter, two fans to slow it down, the 
gear that swings the pendulum is right in 
the clockwork, and the striking wire is 
rm upper left hand corner looking at the 
ace. 

Can you tell me how old the movement 
is? It was taken from a tall-case clock 
many years ago, and I would like to re- 
sture it. There are no broken years in 
the movement, just bad bearings. A jew- 
eler friend of mine suggested that I get 
in touch with you for detailed information 
on this subject.

Dear Mr. Rines: 


From your description you have a fine 
old wood clock. By all means preserve 
and restore it, for this type is growing 
very scarce. 


Roughly the wooden clock era extends 
from 1797 to 1837 when it abruptly ended 
with the great panic of that year and the 
advent of rolled brass. Eli Terry devised 
the “shelf” wooden clock in 1816, and it 
is generally understood that very fey 
wooden tall-case (grandfather) clocks 
were made after about 1820. 

It is noted that you mention three wind. 
ing squares and two fan-flys. I’m pre 
sure that your clock was an alarm cl 
—a few of the wooden clocks had alarm 
trains and this would account for the third 
winding arbor. Also, that you say it was 
removed because of worn bearings. This 
can easily be remedied as it isn’t too diffi- 
cult to re-bush wood clocks and the pro- 
cedure differs very little from the way 
you would re-bush a brass clock. 

Get some boxwood or well-seasoned 
maple—cherry also makes good bearings 
—locate and mark the center distances 
in the usual way, drill the plate 5/16 or 
3g, and let in a new piece of your bushing 
wood (it should be slightly tapered), 
moisten lightly with casamite or any good 
wood glue and tap in fairly tight. Give it 
24 hours to dry hard, then cut off smooth 
with the surfaces of the plate and finish 
with very fine sandpaper. Drill the new 
bearing-hole at the correct point and cor- 
rect size to fit your pivot. You will note 
that practically all your old pivots are 
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rusted—these are relatively short, just 
driven into the end of the wood arbor. 
Pull them out and replace with new 
pivots. : 
Your wood movement can be rebuilt or 
restored to practically new condition this 
way since you say that the wheels and 
pinions are in good condition. Don’t fit 
the pivots too tight, and when finished 
do not oil the bearings—just allow them 


to run dry.

Some time ago I 
received an Ollendorff eight-day, seven- 
jewel clock which needed some repairs.

The marks “1MHO1” are on the pillar 
plate beside the balance hole jewel. It is 
19 ligne.

Always glad to hear from Canada, but 
in your particular case I fear that I can- 
not supply the desired info. Possibly some 
of our readers who see this and have 
knowledge of a Sir John Bennett clock 
will write in with something. 

I cannot find such a name listed. Be- 
sides, the title “Sir’ does not especially 
go with a French clock—possibly the 
clock in question was made in Paris but 
only sold by Sir John, and his name be- 
ing on the dial indicates that he was the 
merchant selling it rather than the manu- 
facturer who made it. 

Wallace Nutting lists only two John 
Bennetts: John Bennett, Clockmakers 
Company. 1712; John Bennett, 1804-1895. 
Baillie lists five of them: (1) London, CC 
1677-1709; (2) apprenticed 1702, CC 1712; 
(3) Bristol, CC 1712; (4) London, appren- 
ticed 1715; (5) Greenwich, 1817-1824, 
watchmaker. 

I suggest that you write to Mr. John 
J. Lightstone, 6150 Deacon Road, Montreal, 
Canada. There is a possibsility that he 
might have an explanation for a name 
like Sir John Bennett being on a French 
clock. When writing also give any other 
markings on this clock, and a full descrip- 
tion of it. I rather think it might be one 
of the little French carriage clocks with 
platform escapement, as you mention the 
glass in the top, however it could be 
regular mantel size.

We have been unable to get pal- 
let stones or roller jewels short enough 
to adjust properly without cutting off 
shorter. The only way I can do this is 
to either grind or break the jewel off 
short. Neither method is satisfactory and 
the jewel is very hard to hold. Can you 
recommend a tool or method to overcome 
this difficulty?

Dear Mr. Mockeridge: 


The dummy movement or box at the tip 
end of hands on mystery clocks serves 
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two purposes, First, it is a counterbal. 
ance, to offset the weight of the reg] 
movement. The hands have to be almost 
perfectly poised. Second, it adds g 
symmetrical effect to the general hand 
design. If you are constructing such a 
clock and object to the looks of the dummy 
you can easily substitute lead solder along 
the back side of the hand out of sight, pro- 
vided you can apply enough to correctly 
counterbalance the hand, and it isn’t go 
thick as to touch the other hand when 
passing. 

The hands are made to swing perfectly 
free on a polished steel pivot, or arbor, 
depending upon whether or not there is qa 
support for this arbor in front of the dial, 
Some of these clocks just have a fairly 
long steel arbor or pin which rests in a 
fork—one prong of which is in front, the 
other in the back—the dial and both hands 
fit upon it perfectly free. Others with 
glass dials sometimes have the center 
drilled and leaded and the pin firmly im- 
bedded in the lead, then the two hands go 
on freely and a small pin thru the end to 
keep them from coming off. 

As to the jewels, evidently you are get- 
ting the wrong material. I feel sure that 
your American material—pallet stones and 
roller jewels—should come the right 
length. Of course, there is a larger va- 
riety of the Swiss. Write to The Watch- 
makers of Switzerland, Repair Parts In- 
formation Bureau, 730 Fifth Ave., New 
York 19, N. Y.

Van Auken Under Fire 


EDITOR: 


I read Mr. Van Auken’s letter criticis- 
ing the young watch repairmen comin 
out of the schools and not being prepar 
to even start an apprenticeship. In his 
opinion I believe that all students com- 
ing from the better schools, that is the 
prewar schools, do not consider them- 
selves watchmakers as the fact is im- 
pressed upon them by the school. 


However, Mr. Van Auken has looked 
over a very important fact. The fact that 
this new generation of watchmakers is 
far more intelligent than the generation 
of watchmakers in which he started out. 
We today are able to learn faster and 
better than he or his co-workers did. 
Anyone doubting this statement need only 
to go to any public school and listen to 
what is being taught and observe the 
learning capacity of this generation. It 
is very dubious that the average person 
of his generation could compete against 
anything in this generation. 


In relation to his not liking the timing 
machine, I have found that all people who 


do not like the machine do not properly 
understand how to use it, in other words 
the machine was beyond their powers of 
comprehension. I realize, of course, the 
machine is not necessary nor either ig a 
lathe with a good set of chucks. How 
ever, I use a timing machine so that ] 
may do better work and I also went to 
the expense of having chucks made for 
my particular lathe head because I could 
not find any commercial chuck that wag 
good enough through the whole series to 
meet my specifications for a chuck ag ] 
want them to run true. Of course the ma- 
chine does show us malfunctions of a 
watch that opponents of the machine 
would rather try not to remedy. I can- 
not see how the radio tuned to a master 
clock would help in determining the rate 
of a very small second hand on a watch 
or one without a second hand even. 


What good has Mr. Van Auken done 
for our trade? His working on cylinder- 
type escapements to me does not neces- 
sarily constitute a good repairman. | 
am much more interested in how to keep 
business to a point where we can con- 
tinue to turn down such movements and 
how we can improve ourselves in the re 
pair of high-grade movements. Granted 
I am fairly new to the trade but never 
before have I heard of Mr. Van Auken 
and assume he has done no good for the 
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trade other than turning out what I hope 
would be good work. With so many years 
of experience as he possesses it would 
jeem “ might have done some outstand- 
ing work such as W. H. Samelius, Frank 
Foegler, and Harry Purdom; to list a 
few. 

I imagine Mr. Van Auken has had at 
some time a sign saying “Expert Watch 
Repairman.” Since he doesn’t like ma- 
chines for testing he might be one of 
those instrument men who repaired in- 
struments that we had to re-repair over- 
seas.

May I have the temerity to raise my 
yoice in protest to Mr. Thos. Van Auken’s 
letter in the August issue of the A.H.&J.? 
{am one of those “poor boys,” as Mr. Van 
Auken calls us (graduate of a modern 
horological institute) and as such feel that 
some defense must be made, feeble though 
it may be, in cognizance of the fact of 
Mr. Van Auken’s many years experience 
as a master craftsman. I bow my head in 
respect to his magnificent record, and it is 
with some trepidation that I proceed. 

Mr. Van Auken looks askance at grad- 
uates of the horological schools. Seem- 
ingly, he is quite willing to place us all 
in the category of the “poor boy” who 
anpinned the hairspring to free the bal- 
ance, because he had never before seen a 
friction stud. These cases may be, and in- 
deed are, regrettable—but I assure Mr. 
Van Auken, and he must also truthfully 
realize this, that many good men in the 
trade have come from the schools. I love 
the trade, that is why I went to school, 
and because I could find no watchmaker 
willing to accept me as an apprentice and 
teach me with patience and diligence. Has 
Mr. Van Auken taken any apprentices? 


Our venerable horologist deprecates the 
timing machines. He reminds me of some 
of his contemporaries who, as youths, 
stated without equivocation that the horse 
would never give way to the automobile, 
nor the automobile to the airplane. It has 
been proven time and time again that 
when one dislikes a subject he usually 
knows nothing about it. These are rather 
strong words in this case but when a 
machine, through its insistent demands for 
perfection can point out my errors, then I 
certainly am going to adopt that machine 
for my own. 

I had a machine at my elbow through 
the last six months of school. It taught 
me to try at least, through every pains- 
taking and calculated effort to do a good 
job every time, regardless of the type 
watch. Can more be expected ?

I am quite sure that Mr. Van 
Auken is just having a little fun at ow 
expense and does not really seriously 
mean it when he calls us “poor boys.” If 
the contrary is true, may I remind him 
that the pages of history are replete with 
instances where the students far outshone 
their teachers.

EDITOR: 

This is in reply to Mr. Thos. Van Av- 
ken’s letter which was published in the 
September issue. No, I am not taking up 
his offer for the simple reason that I have 
no time for playing games. However, | 
thought that I had seen and heard every- 
thing, up to now, but I guess us young 
whipper-snappers (I’m only fifty years 
old) have a lot to learn at that. 

Frankly tho, Pop, I want to call you 
on one or two points. You say that during 
the war you repaired nearly 11,000 
watches in a little over two years. In al- 
most the next statement you admit that 
it could take as much as twenty-four hours 
to repair a pretty well beat-up watch. You 
also claim a low percentage of come 
backs during this time. Now here is my 
opinion of the whole thing: 


I'll venture to guess that, during the 
war, you were located near a large mili- 
tary base where you got a larger volume 
of work than most shops. This is my own 
situation at the present time and so my 
deduction is a natural one even if it proves 
to be incorrect. I work for the Navy as an 
independent shop operating on contract 
and I get a lot of work. 

Now, supposing that you worked seven 
days a week, fifteen hours a day, week 
in and week out for two years (which I 


_don’t think you did, Pop), but just ~ 


posing that you did, there is a total 
10,950 hours consumed in the two years 
work. This allows an average of about an 


‘hour per job. An hour per job on the 


average is pretty fast work. I can’t do it 
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and 1 work a whale of a lot of hours. And 
['ve never met the watchmaker who can 
repair an average of fifteen jobs a day. 
If you did it for any length of time, you 
aren't eighty-three years old—you’re dead. 
In my opinion, no human could stand the 


strain. 


About those come-backs, such a low 
score is only possible under conditions 
such as I mention because, the customers 
being in the armed forces were here to- 
day and gone tomorrow and they didn’t 
have a chance to come back. How about it, 
Pop? 

I'll stand my timing machine up against 
your radio any day in the week. Remem- 
ber Pop, your radio won’t show up an 
out-of-pose condition in a watch having a 
perfectly poised balance wheel, and how 
do you position-check a watch on a radio 
anyway—in less than an hour? 


Most watchmakers can fumble a watch 
into keeping fairly good time if they work 
at it long enough. I used to think that I 
was pretty good too, until I got my ma- 
chine. You just can’t argue with one of 
those things. They are the greatest little 
ego busters on the market. Their proper 
use doesn’t fool anybody either as you 
suggest. 


It is true that we owe a great deal to 
the old-fashioned watchmakers. It was 
their efforts that produced the modern 
equipment that is so indispensable today. 
Yes sir, I’m getting some of those watches 
now that “never ran right.” 


Now, I want to add one more para- 
graph, for what it may be worth. I think 
that watchmakers are born, not made. I 
have tried to train a few of them but with 
very poor results. Sure, almost anyone 
can sit down and take a watch apart and 
a few can put it together again without 
doing too much damage, but what the 
world needs today is men who can do it 


fast, like Pop. I think the schools of - 


horology should train their young gradu- 
ates to be fast right from the beginning, 
the way any other skilled trade is taught. 
Irecently hired one of these boys who was 
fresh out of one of the better schools and 
he worked for seven hours cleaning one 
watch and he didn’t finish it. I estimate 
that it would have taken him two more 
hours to complete the job. Another boy 
who had three years experience started 
out with me “on his own” and when he 
came to work the next day he quit because 
he had decided that he was not a watch- 
maker. It took me two hours to straighten 
him out. He is now working in an optical 
factory and practicing on watches on the 
side, He is.a married man with a family 
and couldn’t afford to go back to school. 
[ gave him the only advice possible. You

EDITOR:

The very fact that we do the work 
purely for the enjoyment of it would seem 
to insure careful and painstaking effort 
to do each job right. Then too, most men 
who do things for a hobby, whether it be 
watchmaking, photography, or what have 
you, do not mind expense in connection 
with their pleasure and therefore are 
willing and in most cases financially able 
to replace any damage they might do, 
even to the purchase of a new watch if 
necessary, if the hobby is watchmaking. 
They are also, in most cases, equipped 





with a good and fairly complete set of 
tools so vitally necessary to good work, 

For my part I cannot understand why 
one would be more apt to do more dam 
age in learning this work for a hobby 
than he would for a trade or income pur. 
poses, and surely all watchmakers myst 
learn in the beginning. 

Most of the watches we, as hobbyists, 
get are those which, because of obsoles 
cence, extensive repairs needed and the 
time required to make them, the regular 
watchmakers have refused. We therefore 
feel no twinge of conscience in accepting 
these jobs in fear of depriving a trades. 
man of his living and we are glad to do 
this kind of work for it gives us excellent 
training and experience. Time required 
on a job with us is not a factor of im 
portance. 

It is quite possible that we are not to 
popular with the watch manufacturer for 
we do put many watches back in service 
that would otherwise be destroyed and 
new ones purchased. We are not, how 
ever, concerned with the manufacturers 
viewpoint. 

You have never, to my knowledge, in 
vited any comments, suggestions or in 
quiries from the hobbyist, and have no 
column of any kind devoted to them, but 
I do think that if you would make an in 
vestigation of your subscribers, many of 
them would be found to fall in that classi- 
fication. 

Nevertheless, and in spite of the above, 
I think you have a good magazine and | 
want to continue to read it.

Scorns Body Magnetism Theory 


EDITOR : 


Very happy to read the letters of Glen 
Beene and J. Frank Bucher, in the Sep- 
tember issue. I must state that I agree 
with them 100%, as in my dozen years or 
so of experience-I have never met any one 
with too much electricity in their body, so 
as to stop a watch or affect the timekeep- 
ing. In my experience, I always found 
some mechanical defect. On one accasion 
[found a broken jewel and staff and the 
owner insisted that he had too much elec- 
tricity in his body. It sure is a darn shame 
and a detriment to the trade having watch- 
makers (?) giving out such excuses as 
that. I’m no perfectionist, I have come- 
backs, but I do not give any such alibis 
for my shortcomings. On one occasion a 
customer told me that the reason her 
watch kept stopping was that it was too 
clean, so the watchmaker(?) who had re- 
paired it last told her.

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rious people, stating that this was due to 
body magnetism. Well, I wonder as to the 
length of time he has spent at the bench! 
If he has had a great deal of experience, 
he should know that there are very few 
(if any) watches that keep perfect time 
in all positions, isochronal and otherwise. 
The positions they are subject to by dif- 
ferent wearers will naturally give differ- 
ent daily rates, then too some, or I should 
state most people, do not wind their 
watches at regular intervals, anywhere 
from 12 to 36 hours. A railroad man com- 
plained of erratic timekeeping of his 23- 
jewel watch (late model), it rating within 
20 seconds in five positions on timing ma- 
chine, so I inquired of his winding habits 
and he responded by sayng that he wound 
it up most every time that he took it out 
of his pocket, just so it would not run 
down; maybe he wound it up six times 
one day and a dozen or more the next. A 
person like that will undoubtedly acceler- 
ate the motion of the balance after each 
winding and that fact will not help time- 
keeping any, as trying this on a timing 
machine will prove my point. So I won- 
der if there are any others that agree with 
me on this matter of personal habits af- 
fecting the timekeeping, or if they agree 
with Latimer’s theory of body magetism, 
not magnetic fields of other types that 
some watches are subjected to.

He re 
ferred to some of the inadequate 
school facilities and personnel that 
are being used throughout the coun- 
try for the training of watchmakers. 
Mr. Berner also reported on the ex- 
aminations conducted by the Board 
since the last convention, and point- 
ed out the existence of inadequacies 
in some training systems. It was his 
belief that some men are not get- 
ting sufficient school instruction or 
assistance from the watchmakers to 
whom they are apprenticed, and re 
vealed a prospective change in the 
examining system so that the new 
scoring sheets will constitute 60 per 
cent of the grade on wrist watch 
work, the pocket watch 25 per cent 
and the theoretical or written phase, 
15 per cent. With the new examina- 
tion system, the Board hoped to do 


‘a better job of licensing competent 


watchmakers.

(Address by U.H.A.A. President Fred 
A. Morey before the Annual Convention 
of the Horological Association of Iowa, 
Sept. 28.) 

I want to thank the members of your 
Board for the invitation that has made it 
possible for me to be here. 


Now it is not unusual for our President 
to be on the speakers list at some function 
usually outside of our organization. That 
is natural because there he represents you 
and the rest of the members throughout 
the United States, but inside of our organ- 
ization I have always felt that your Presi- 
dent is just another member. A mem- 
ber to whom you have given some ex- 
tra duties and along with those a title 
to indicate what those duties are. That 
is fundamentally all your President 
or any other officer is. I say that because 
I want you to know as best as I can 
sibly explain it in a short time just how 
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this association of ours is supposed to 
function and I am being frank with you 
in saying that I would feel somewhat bet- 
ter if I were sitting out there with you 
with my coat off and my sleeves rolled up 
working out some of the problems of our 
association and we do have problems. We 
will always have them. If the time ever 
comes when we don’t, I am going to feel 
immediately that our entire association 
has become stagnant and no longer worth 
the space it takes up. Any institution or 
association that sets up an ideal and 
strives to attain that ideal is going to run 
into problems. The only thing that is 
necessary is to sit down quietly and find 
out what those problems are and determine 
the answer to them. It can be done. It is 
being done. 


One of the foremost problems is the 
problem that you officers of Guilds, State 
and National, have of getting the true 
opinion and decisions of our members. I 
know very definitely that there are a lot 
of you that will take exception to that 
statement but I wouldn’t be a bit sur- 
prised but what only a few outside there 
will tell you. I will tell you in short order. 
It isn’t wider sidewalks and more beer 
either, but that will be your opinion at 
this moment. I will have to accept it as 
your opinion, but if we sit down and talk 
the thing over and dig into what is behind 
it, what your association is doing, how it 
is doing it and what it has to do with, 
your opinion is going to change and then 
we will have to discard what you said 
and start all over again. So the problem 
is to get your true opinion. 


I might possibly take a little time and 
give you a sample of that. We felt that 
problem sometime ago in Ohio. We got. 
ourselves a few stool pigeons, they really 
weren’t, they were just members of cer- 
tain Guilds here and there. We called 
these members aside at the beginning of 
the meeting and said, now listen, boys, 
[ll tell you what you do. After this meet- 
ing is over, circulate among the members

and ask them what they thought of me. 
This film reminded me of the first time 
we did that. The film was shown and as 


usual there was a round of applause and 
the lights went on again and as a result 
a resolution was unanimously adopted and 
a letter went out from that Guild saying 
that the film was highly instructive, en- 
tertaining, very useful and that the Guild 
would appreciae it if that company would 
continue on with work of that kind. We 
got those two members together sometime 
afterward and asked them what they found 
out. Well, we got two or three men that 
said oh, it is alright, a left handed com- 
pliment, but by far the majority said it 
wasn’t worth looking at, to say nothing 
of paying the man to run the machine 
and show it. There are two contrary and 
distinct opinions right from the same 
group of men; one was unanimous and one 
by far in the minority. Which one would 
you take? If they didn’t like it, why? 
There was value in the film. Don’t think 
that any watch manufacturing company 
is going to turn out a film that isn’t worth 
seeing. But for some reason it didn’t get 
across. We surely missed the boat. Some- 
thing we were doing in that Guild that 
just wasn’t going across. 


I will give you another sample in an- 
other Guild where there was no film 
being shown. The men came back and 
reported a predominant complaint in this 
Guild that the men don’t like the Presi- 
dent. I will admit in some Guilds some- 
times we elect a man who is willing to 
take the job, not that he is extra efficient 
fut he has what it takes to do it, but 
that is the man they select and that is 
that and they didn’t like him. Why don’t 
you get up in the meeting and say so? 
We didn’t know it. Now wait a minute, 
we can’t do that. This man is paying 
the same dues we are, devoting his time 
and efforts to the best of his ability and 
it is terribly unkind to get up and com- 
plain. There you have it again. 


There is always the endless complaint, 
what do we get for our money? What 
happens to this eight dollars? Why don’t 
we withdraw from the National? We 
have had those things all over and I will 
assure you if there is any kind of a prob- 
lem any place in the United States you 
have either had it or will have it sooner 
or later. That is natural. We are all 
working at the same kind of a bench, the 
same kind of tools on the same kind of 
timepieces; our ideals are the same and 
we are going to have the same problems. 

But anyway it was finally offered to us 
at the North Carolina Convention that 
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you consider seriously adopting the prin. 
ciple of having an administrative secre. 
tary. Men who would do just that, cir. 
culate around among the members and get 
their reactions and opinions with the strict 
understanding that no names would be 
mentioned at all and put that in a writ- 
ten report and one copy would go to the 
Guild, one copy to the officers and one 
to the National Association. 


That happened in a Guild in southern 
Ohio one night; they adopted that idea 
and they elected a man to be their admin- 
istrative secretary. They got a dandy 
and he got up immediately and asked for 
a chance to address the members. It was 
granted and I would like to take the place 
if I can of that Guild Secretary that night. 
If we can just for the moment consider 
this as a guild meeting, I am going to re- 
peat as closely as I can precisely what he 
said. He said, boys, I got a new job, 
From this day forward I am going to be 
sort of a looking glass. I am going to 
reflect what you give me. I am not going 
to have an opinion of my own because that 
would influence what I write. But unfor- 
tunately or fortunately I do have an opin- 
ion of my own and I am going to give it 
to you right now because I don’t think I 
will get another chance for quite awhile, 
and to give you my opinion I am going 
back to the time when I didn’t belong to 
this association of ours. I have been a 
watchmaker for many years, longer than 
your association has been in existence. | 
have been able to make a living and 1 
think I will continue to make a living and 
in those days that is precisely as he felt 
and once in a great while one of the men- 
bers attending the meetings would say, 
come on, Barney, why don’t you join u t 
He didn’t see any reason why he should. 
He asked for one and I can give you a few 
of those answers he got when he asked 
for a reason for the existence of this so- 
ciety of ours. One man said, well, I'l 
tell you, we are a nice bunch of fellows, 
we get together and talk things over. We 
won’t take much of your time, we ont 
have meetings once a month. If he wasn 
enthusiastic about it, why should I be? 
I very seldom had a man approach me 
when he did he apologized for taking up 
my time. 


Another fellow came along eventually 
and he asked him what it was all about 
Well, he said, Barney, we are trying t0 
raise the standards of our profession. He 
said, are you trying to tell me that my 
standards need raising? Oh, no, no, don’t 
get me wrong, wait a minute, we have 
botch workers, you know we have botch 
workers and we would like to help them. 
I think just about as much of a botch 
worker as you fellows do. I told him

quite frankly that when we got together 
in an organization, that would put a dent 
in the rear bumper of some of those botch 
workers, I would join them and not until 
then. You see, I didn’t know what it 
was all about, I was just an outsider, 
there wasn’t anybody to tell me. 
Sooner or later you had a picnic and a 
fellow came around to me with some 
tickets he was selling for a drawing. He 
laid his cards on the table and said, Bar- 
ney, we are going to have a picnic. You 
don’t belong but we would be glad to 
have you there. We are going to have a 
drawing and sell tickets. I am selling 
them at fifteen cents apiece, two for a 
— and ten for a dollar, og me a 
ollar. Well, I liked the way he laid his 
cards on the table and I gave him the 
dollar. As it happened a few days be- 
fore the picnic I ran across the stubs in 
my pockets, mentioned it to my wife and 
she packed the youngsters up and packed 
a lunch and away we go to the picnic. I 
was rather impressed by that picnic. I 
didn’t get a prize but I got something 
worth a whole lot more than any of your 
prizes in this drawing. I got hold of your 
Chairman. I said, Frank, you are Chair- 
man of this outfit and you are a good 
watchmaker. You put a lot of time and 
effort into this thing and maybe you can 
tell me. What is it all about? What do 
you get out of it, what is the percentage, 
what is the racket? He looked at me for 
a minute and he says, Barney, you have 
had a loupe in your eye so confounded long 
trying to get underneath a balance wheel 
to see what is going on, you can’t see over 
the corner of your desk, maybe I am a 
little tough, but I know you can’t see 
beyond the four corners of your office. 
Let me ask you something. Are you 
ashamed of being a watchmaker? Are 
you ashamed of your profession? I said 
no. He said, do you feel that you are an 
important part of this industry? Why 
sure. Well, he said then for heaven’s 
sake, open up your eyes. You haven’t 
taken the time even to look at the industry 
you occupy. The very important position 
you occupy in it. Let’s start at the be- 
ginning. At the top of the pile you will 
find the manufacturers, the raw materials, 
the steel and everything else that goes 
into the manufacture of a timepiece or the 
tools that you use. Next we get to the 
manufacturers of the tools and aie 
you use. They are distinct from the other, 
a separate layer. Coming down the line 
you will find the material men, we call 
them the men selling you the tools and 
equipment you need. Along then comes 


another layer, the wholesalers and dis- 
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tributors. Along next to that the jew- 
elers. That is very close to you becauge 
frequently you are a jeweler as well asa 
watchmaker. Next comes the watchmaker, 
Every one of these divisions, mister, are 
interested in just one thing — profits 
You as a watchmaker are interested ip 
it. You call it a salary, yes, but it 
is still a profit. It is what yoy 
need to exist. If you don’t get a salary 
you don’t exist very long and if they don’t 
make a profit they don’t exist very long. 
It is a perfectly legitimate motive, entirely 
so, but that is their main motive, they 
are interested in their own problems and 
they have National Associations for that 
purpose, every one of them. If you want 
to get the opinion of anyone of those 
divisions, go to the man who represents 
their national association and you will 
get it. He knows how they stand. You 
don’t need a National Association, I sup- 
pose? You don’t think it is necessary? 
Who is going to talk for you nationally? 
The very association you are criticizing 
started during the N. R. A. when it was 
necessary. Uncle Sam wanted to talk to 
somebody representing the watchmakers. 
Who is going to look out for your inter 
ests? You don’t think you need looking 
out for? The thing will run itself? Show 
me something that runs itself. Let me 
tell you jast a few things that indicate 
that you do need one right under your 
nose and you don’t know it. Our Guild 
right here in Cleveland was a holy of 
holies for years and years and refused to 
join the National Association. We didn't 
get sore and withdraw from the National, 
we just didn’t even belong or join in the 
first place. No, weren’t interested. It 
wasn’t until the schools of the State of 
Ohio began to turn out hundreds and hun- 
dreds of improperly trained meh, it wasn’t 
until we got our ears pinned back time 
and again, by not being able to get licens- 
ing due to the fact that the representative 
of the Jewelers’ Association in Ohio had 
convinced the Jewelers that it wasn’t good 
for them. It wasn’t until several of those 
things happened and time and time again 
that we called for help from the national 
and the Cleveland Convention was held 
That happened right under your nose. 
By the time we managed to call the at- 
tention of the other associations to what 
was going on, a watchmaker had become 
executive secretary nationally of the 
Material Men’s Association. We didnt 
criticize the man directly. We just laid 
the cards on the table and said, here is

executive secretary, take a look at it and 


see if you want that manager, ex 
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secretary. He isn’t executive secretay 
of the Watch Material Distributors Asgo. 
ciation any longer. That is what yoy 
national has done in the State of Qhig 
There was a derogatory newspaper cam. 
paign on education of G. I.’s. You won} 
believe this but I sat in at a meeting of 
the Disabied American Veterans Associa. 
tion where they called in a few students 
from four schools in the state of Ohio 
and asked them questions. They had beg 
in school eight months and the questioning 
was about half way along and they had,g 
chest full of complaints and one of them 
turned around to me and said, do you 
think these men are properly trained? 
I said I can’t criticize what a man has done 
until he has finished with the job. Well, 
he said, do you have any idea of how far 
a man should be along at the end of six 
months training. Why, I said I can hazan 
a guess according to the curriculum that 
we have adopted. Ask him a question and 
give us your opinion. I said alright and 
I turned to the first man. You have beep 
in school six months? Yes, sir, I have 
Fine. How many poising tools have 
you in the school? He said three. | 
said three for the entire class? He said, 
no for me, I got three. I said you have 
three poising tools? Yes. Do you know 
what a poising tool is? I sure do. What 
do you use three of them for? One IJ use 
for picking up any old thing around the 
bench, the other one I use to straighten 
out hair springs and the third one is sup- 
posed to be for straightening out pivots 
but confound it, it always breaks them 
There is a poising tool for you. That was 
a sample of what got into the newspapers 
and we didn’t have licensing. We didn't 
have the necessary protection to fight for 
it. What were we going to do about it! 
After two years of hard work we finally 
got the Board of Education of the State 
of Ohio to say that there would be a mini 
mum of two thousand hours for every 
student from this day on to start the train- 
ing; that was in June of this year. That 
was part of the story given to me to cor 
vince me that I should join. I began t 
see daylight. I said, O. K. Frank, you 
win, give me an application blank, wil 
you? He said, no I won’t. I said, oh, oh, 
I stuck out and fought against it so 

long that I am in the doghouse and 
won’t let me in. I said Why? He 
because you have another lesson to leam 
He said this is a democratic organization 
Do you know what that means? “I said,! 
am willing to learn. He said it means this 
It is run the same as any other deme 
cratic outfit, the same as your 

city and national governments. You 
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your dues here just the same as you pay 
your taxes to your government and if a 
citizen is worth his salt or if a member 
is worth his salt you also get in and take 
an active interest in what is going on and 
do your voting and see that you are prop- 
erly informed. He said, if you understand 
that and are willing to agree to it, then I 
will give you an application blank, but if 
you think this thing is going to run itself, 
again you are wrong, it won’t. The officers 
of our association can’t give you what you 
want. You have got to get in there be- 
cause if you don’t you are just going to 
get a little and you are again getting 
the wrong impression of what you want. 
We have to train our members, every 
one of them, that they have to take 
hold of this thing and run it themselves. 
It isn’t by any manner or means a slot ma- 
chine where you put your dues in and 
push the button and get something out and 
then squawk to high heaven because you 
don’t like the looks of what you got. What 
you get is what we think you want and 
we have to guess if you don’t tell us, but 
you have to get together and decide what 
you want in a group or in individual opin- 
ions. He said, do you see this picture? I 
said, yes, I do. 


Now I am a member. He said I don’t 
mind telling you that since I became a 
member I have been carrying a memoran- 
dum pad in my pocket and I put down 
a lot of things that I think should be 
taken care of. After they have been taken 
care of I just scratch them off. I am 
stil a greenhorn member and a little 
cagey and I don’t know what is going on, 
but I joined. 


Iam going to take a little more time 
and tell you what I think this, my guild 
should correct. This fellow pulled out a 
memorandum pad and tore off a sheet of 
paper. George isn’t here, this is a memor- 
andum I got from him. He took this 
memorandum out and he said now first, 
I started out and gave you my fifteen 
bucks and I waited thirty days and I got 
nothing back. I didn’t know whether I be- 
longed or didn’t belong, so I called up the 
Chairman of your Board. I said, in heav- 
en’s name, if I belong say so and if I 
don’t, give me back the dough. No, he 
said, wait a minute, you don’t understand 
how we operate. First of all your appli- 
cation goes to a membership committee. 
If they approve it it goes to the next 
meeting night. If they happen to get 
through with it, then you have to wait 
thirty days before the Guild votes on it. 
Then after the Guild votes on it it goes 
to the secretary of the Guild and he makes 
out three sheets and sends them to the 
State Secretary and the State Secretary 
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straightens out his record and makes a 
report on it and also sends it to the home 


office. The home office makes out a 
card, a membership card and sends it back 
to the State Secretary. The State Secre- 
tary signs those cards, corrects his rec- 
ords, fixes everything up and then sends 
it down to the Guild Secretary. The Guild 
secretary brings them into the next meet- 
ing and if you are there, fine, if you are 
not, he will mail them to you. In heaven’s 
name, what is this thirty, sixty or ninety 
days before I know whether I belong or 
not? By that time my dues are ready for 
payment again. He says I am going to 
suggest to you right here, gentlemen that 
you cut the monkey business out and try 
to speed it up. When an application comes 
to you, vote on it. Forget the rest of the 
rigamarole. Send that man a notice that 
he is in and that he has a right to attend 
your meetings. Maybe he gets the maga- 
zine, card, membership card and every- 
thing else later, but take care of him. 


Next on this sheet is another thing 
that I would like very well to mention 
and that is I missed three consecutive 
meetings. I was out of town the first 
one, happened to be sick the second one 
and I was too confounded busy and so on 
on the third one, I didn’t come anyway. I 
was absent from your meetings three con- 
secutive meetings. I got notices of every 
one of those meetings, but not one of 
those notices said, listen, brother, you 
didn’t attend the meeting the last time 
we met. How come? We missed you. 
Don’t I belong to you fellows’ outfit? 
Don’t anybody give a hoot whether I am 
here or not, or is it easier to get new 
members than to retain the old ones? 
I think you ought to have a sergeant-at- 
arms to check off the men that attend. 
Then when you send out your notice of 
the next meeting if it is going to a man 
that wasn’t there, put a-rubber stamp on 
it, “you didn’t make the last one, I hope 
you make this one.” If he has missed 
three, send somebody out to find out, 
maybe this guy is seriously ill, you don’t 
know a thing about it. 


Next on his list he said another thing 
this Guild of mine professes to be a part 
of the national organization, it was ex- 
plained pretty carefully to me the pur- 
pose of that national organization is to 
raise the standards of our profession, I 
ridiculed it once, I am all for it now, but 
my Guild doesn’t have a grievance com- 
mittee of any kind and a man will hesi- 
tate to get up in open meeting and say 
that this member sitting over here is 
doing an unethical trick. They don’t want 
to do that. It shouldn’t be done if they 
did want to do it. You should have a 
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grievance committee to whom those things 
could be brought and let them contact the 
man personally if they feel as I do and 
if they don’t, forget it, but by all means, 
how can you raise the standards without 
having a group of men who are matured 
and sensible and not hot-headed to take 
care of a thing like that. I think we are 
missing a bet there. And he said I will tell 
you another thing that comes up, I haven’t 
made a memorandum of it, and that is the 
day I first joined you had a raise in dues. 
One man got up and said well, we will 
accept it, I make a motion that we accept 
it but if we don’t like it a year from now 
we are going to move out of the national, 
going to withdraw. Very much to my sur- 
prise that was seconded and unanimously 
approved. That didn’t tie up with what I 
learned about this organization at all. 
You might just as well say to me that 
my hand doesn’t like what my body is 
doing and therefore my hand is going 
to withdraw. It can’t be done. You may 
think so, but that is all wrong. They told 
me when I asked about this organization 
that it started with just a little group of 
men such as this; it was their idea to or- 
ganize a group of watchmakers; there was 
no limitation on the membership, no terri- 
torial boundaries, they didn’t make any. 
They couldn’t hold it to this State alone 
simply because when you get out to the 
State line you won’t find a big high board 
fence to stop you from going through. A 
watchmaker just over that line wants to 
join the Guild, are you going to stop him? 
No. Or if we wiped out every boundary 
line in the United States, we would say 
there is just one Guild right here, this is 
the only one. Cleveland, Ohio, has this 
Guild, that is all, just the one and out 
here at Newberg there are a couple of 
darned good watchmakers. Are we going 
to say, don’t let them in? You will 
let them in, you know you will. By and 
by it gets to the point where it is getting 
a little bit tough to travel every month. 
What do you do? You organize another, 
you get sensible. You still belong to the 
same organization. That natural growth 
has gone on throughout the United States 
so instead of being a Guild of men in the 
city of Cleveland, we have that name, 
what are we going to name it? United 
because we are all united; horological? 
Yes, because we are all watchmakers. A 
society? Yes, it is a society. Of what? 
Cleveland, Ohio. All of the United States. 
We have grown so big that we got to be 
all over every place. Fundamentally if 
we could belong to the same Guild and 
attend the same meetings we sure as

thunder would do it, but the distance jg 
too far across, but we are still all the 
same group of watchmakers working op 
the same timepieces at the same kind of a 
bench with the same problems. The o 
reason jt is national is that it covers the 
nation, that’s all. It is going to be ap 
international pretty soon. We are looking 
outside the boundaries of our nation, but 
you can’t withdraw from the national, 
It has been tried time and again and you 
will find that it doesn’t work. You can’t 
withdraw any more than we can resist 
coming in simply because a watchmaker ig 
a watchmaker all over and you need the 
help of every watchmaker and you need 
somebody to talk very definitely for all 
of us, so you will get some place. Don’t cal] 
me the national, I am a watchmaker of 
Cleveland, Ohio. The Chairman of our 
Board is out in California. Where is your 
National? All your National is is a cen- 
tral office in which we employ the help 
we need to take care of the details. That’s 
all. So I want to tell you another reasop 
why you can’t withdraw from the National, 
There is no man that ever accomplishes a 
thing by pulling away. If this organiza- 
tion is not run the way you want it, it 
is your job to correct it because you are 
the boss. Do you improve a darned bit 
by picking up your so-called rag dolls and 
going home? Certainly you don’t. If you 
don’t like it, confer with the rest of the 
men throughout the United States and 
correct it. 

I am going to follow that up, gentlemen, 
maybe with one or two things more that 
he mentioned. One is the fact that this 
is your national organization and it is 
your obligation to run it. By all means i 
recommend to you that you take steps to 
see that you confer with the rest of the 
Guilds because they have the same prob- 
lems you do. Keep close together within 
your State, very close and see to it that 
your State Association keeps in close con- 
tact with every other State Association 
and in that manner you can run this thing. 

There is one thing more he mentioned 
and that was the cost of membership 
that comes up once in awhile and I think 
he had a good point. This must be getting 
monotonous, I don’t know. It stung me 
like a yellow jacket and I hope you boys 
will not only take it home with you and 
give it to your members but that you will 
follow through and see that it is put into 
effect or rejected because anything you 
get out of a convention isn’t worth a hoot 
‘unless you follow through to the end. 

The last point he brought up was that 
of dues. He said I had a man yap the pre- 
ceding day to me about the increase in 
dues and I want to give you my opinion 
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about it and then I am through. I have 
been a member here long enough to get 
something out of it. I value myself and so 
does my employer at more than a dollar 
an hour. Eight dollars a day. I think the 
average watchmaker ought to be worth 
that so let’s use the basis of a dollar an 
hour or eight dollars a day because it is 
easy to figure. If a man gets a dollar 
an hour he gets ten cents for six minutes. 
Ten cents for six minutes, remember that. 
If during one year’s term that I am a 
member of that association I can get one 
practical item that saves me six minutes 
of my time every day as long as I am a 
watchmaker, I will not only pay all the 
dues I will ever owe the Association but 
I will be able to take my wife, my young- 
ster and myself to a doggone good dinner 
and go to a show and still have some left 
over.

The silver case antique was made by 
Thomas Windmills, London, about 1700.

The American Academy’s complicated 
watch course is an intensive, rigorous 
course in which the basic principles of 
complicated watches are taught. Start- 
ing with the two general types of sweev- 
second watches, the course includes the 
study of self-winding movements, repeat- 
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ers, alarm watches, stop-watches and 
chronographs. The students are taking 
this course study under the personal direc- 
tion of Louis Dubois, internationally re- 
nowned horological engineer, who was 
chosen by the Swiss government 30 years 
ago to establish the world’s first course 
in the study of complicated watches. 


Scientific School of Watchmaking 


In a project developed by a student. at 
the Scientific School of Watchmaking in 
Glendale, California, a plastic pin lever 
escapement model has been constructed in 
a manner so that every major part is 
movable and adjustable. The model was 
made by Henry J. Pimentel, and is one of 
many such mock-ups used in the school for 
practical demonstrations. 


The Scientific School of Watchmaking 
offers a sixty-weeks course in watchmak- 
ing covering all phases of watches and 
clocks, and uses as its standard curriculum 
the outlines and lessons of the U.H.A.A. 
together with many charts, drawings and 
diagrams provided by the Association. The 
school is approved for training able and 
disabled veterans by the California State 
Board of Education and the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, and is a member of the Na- 
tional Association of Horological Schools 
and the California Association of Voca- 
tional Schools. 

All the instructors of the school are ap- 
proved by the California State Board of 
Education and are experienced factory- 
trained men. Joseph M. McCabe, formerly 
of Waltham, is the chief instructor and 
Henry C. South, formerly of Elgin, is the 
assistant chief instructor. 

Gene C. De Baud, director of the Sci- 
entific School of Watchmaking, has been 
active in precision technical training for 
the past 12 years. During the war he was

1. Why have The Watchmakers of 
Switzerland distributed this catalogue?

The industry printed this Cata- 
logue to simplify and standardize the 
identification of movements and ordering 
of repair parts for all Swiss watches. 

The Official Catalogue of Swiss Watch 
Repair Parts (Part I), which is published 
by The Watchmakers of Switzerland and 
distributed by them to the entire Ameri- 
can horological trade, introduces the of- 
ficial system for identificaton and order 
ng purposes. 

2. What movements are referred to in 
this catalogue?

These make up the large ma- 
jority of all Swiss movements used in the 
United States. 

These movements, in most instances, 
can be identified by the Ebauches symbol 
(roughly resembling a cloverleaf) en- 
graved on the dial-side of the plate. This 
symbol differs from the brand name un- 
der which the watch is sold. 


8. What is Ebauches, S.A.? 

Ebauches, S. A., refers to 17 affiliated 
firms listed in the catalogue) which sup- 
ply unassembled movements for certain 
Swiss watch factories. These movements 
are then assembled and completed by the 
factories, under specific brand names. 
This method of operation is one of the 
reasons the Swiss horological industry 
can maintain flexibility in design and 
style leadership, while emphasizing crafts- 
manship. 

4, If Part I of the Offcial Catalogue in- 
cludes Ebauches movements, what will 
Part II cover? 

Part II of the Official Catalogue of 
Swiss Watch Repair Parts will include 
practically all other brands of Swiss 
watches not covered in the first catalogue. 

Part II will appear as a second volume, 
and will have the same standardization 
system for identifying movements and 
ordering parts. Its distribution is sched- 
uled for early 1949. 

5. What is meant by a “standard sys- 
tem”? 

After years of testing and research, The 
Watchmakers of Switzerland, in coopera- 
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tion with the American watchmaking 
trade, have developed a standard system 
for identifying movements and ordering 
parts. 

This standard system is intended to 
replace all systems which the American 
watchmaker now uses for ordering Swiss 
watch repair parts. 

Basically, the system enables the watch- 
maker to identify each movement by its 
factory mark and model number. Every 
part—including screws—for this move- 
ment now has its own number group. 


Both the watchmaker and his regular 
supplier will be using this standardized 
system in ordering parts from the Official 
Catalogue. 

6. How will the ten introductory pages 
be of help to the watchmaker? 


The Introduction gives full instructions, 
with model drawings, explaining how to 
use the Official Catalogue; the contents, 
abbreviations used throughout the text, 
and the procedure for ordering materials 
according to the official, standard system, 
are listed. 

An explanation of the entire Swiss 
Watch Repair Parts Program is included 
in these introductory pages, as well as a 
description of how to identify a move- 
ment according to its factory mark and 
model number. 

7. Are there Ebauches movements with- 
out an identifying symbol? 

Yes. A small percentage of Swiss 
watches with Ebauches movements do not 
bear the official mark and numeral en- 
graved on the dial-side of the plate. 

The Official Catalogue will be used to 
identify these movements, even though the 
watchmaker does not have ‘the mark and

8. How is the index system arranged? 

A special index system has been de 
veloped for this Official Catalogue go the 
user can immediately locate the section 
in which the type and size of movement 
to be repaired is illustrated. 

The index control, located in the center 
of the book, classifies movements accor. 
ing to the following types: Lever move. 
ments (fancy) shaped; Lever movements 
round; Lever movements “Bascule” set. 
ting; Chronographs, Cylinder movements, 

The section for each type of movement 
is further indexed according to complete 
size classification, giving measurements in 
lignes, inches and millimeters for every 
movement. 

9. Why does this Catalogue have loose- 
leaf binding? 

The Watchmakers of Switzerland de 
signed a loose-leaf binder so the Official 
Catalogue always can be kept up to date, 

Whenever new movements are manufac- 
tured, or new developments introduced, 
additional pages will be printed to show 
these features. The new pages will be 
mailed at regular intervals to users of 
the catalogue for insertion in the appro- 
priate section. In this way, the watchmaker 
will have at all times, under one cover, 
the latest technical information on all 
Swiss watch movements and parts. 

10. What method is used for the nun- 
bering of parts? 5 

The parts for each movement type are 
grouped separately under the section deal- 
ing with that particular type. 
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A sample of each part is illustrated and 
given a number. This number is composed 
of three digits. 

For example, the numbers for all regu- 
lating devices are grouped under the 300 
dassification. All setting and winding 

are numbered in the 400 classifica- 
tion. Similar groupings have been made 
for all other parts. 

Use of this numbering system permits 
the addition of newly developed parts 
simply by giving them a number within 
the group classification to which they be- 
long. 

11. How are the Dictionary sections of 
the Catalogue used? 

In addition to the standard numbering 
system presented in the Official Catalogue, 
a standard nomenclature has been de- 
veloped for all watch parts. 

This nomenclature is the result of a 
thorough examination of technical terms 
used. by horologists throughout the world. 
The Catalogue’s dictionarv sections include 
the names of parts which are in everyday 
demand, given in three languages, English, 
Spanish, French. 

It is therefore possible to refer to the 
dictionary sections for the professional 
names of watch and chronograph parts 
used by watchmakers of all nations. 

(For a complete listing of all parts for 
all types of watches, The Watchmakers of 
Switzerland have published a_ separate 
volume, known as the “Official Dictionary 
of Watch Parts,” giving nomenclature in 
four languages: English, Spanish, French, 
German. This Official Dictionary will be 
placed on sale soon.)

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Retail Jewelers Plan 
For a Prosperous 
Holiday Season 

By R. C. TRAVERS 


During recent months retail jew. 
elers in various sections of the 
country have been busily engaged 
in working out business-building 
maneuvers for the approaching 
holiday season. 

One retail plan, for example, of- 
fers Xmas gift bonds. The recipient 
may use them like cash for any 


.jewelry merchandise desired dur- 


ing 1949. Tax, of course, on such 
purchases must be paid in cash but 
the bond covers jewelry cost. These 
Xmas bonds cost from $3 to $1000 
and upwards and a handsome Xmas 
card listing the name of the donor 
is included. Such Xmas gift bonds 
are mailed via special delivery by 
the jewelers so as to arrive in am- 
ple time for the holidays. 

A number of retail jewelers 
throughout the nation are present- 
ing Santa Claus in the flesh every 
afternoon between three and six 
p.m. during the month of Decem- 
ber. Children meet St. Nicholas 
face-to-face and their parents do 
not have to wait in line as in a 
crowded department store toyland. 
Every parent who brings Junior or 
Joan in to observe Santa receives a 
voucher worth 10% on any pur- 
chase made prior to December 25th. 

One jeweler finds that Santa on 
the radio has a deep-seated interest 
for adults. He presents a five-min- 
ute program every afternoon from 
5:45 through 5:50 p.m. during the 
month of December. On each pro- 
gram three store visitors are inter 
viewed—each as to his or her d& 
sires for a holiday gift item. M

elry or items handled by a jew 
But others are and the program 
great adult appeal. Anyone 
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come in and register in the guest 
catalogue. They are notified via 
phone or mail a day in advance of 
the date on which they are to be in- 
terviewed. 

Several in the retail jewelry field 
have a small-fry gift bar where in- 
expensive items with a $5 ceiling 
are found. Here may be purchased 
wallets, leather goods, watch fobs, 
pracelets, items which the boy or 
girl may present as a holiday re- 
membrance to his or her father and 
mother. These jewelers include 
gift wrapping facilities and items 
found at the small-fry bar are suit- 
able for one classmate to present to 
a fellow student. 

Several retail jewelers are ap- 
pealing to the last minute gift pur- 
chaser through a “Ship it via air 
express and air parcel post” cam- 
paign conducted during the ten-day 
period immediately prior to Xmas. 
Airlines furnish charts showing 
transit time, air freight and parcel 
post charges, and glossy photos of 
freight airliners, suitable for a win- 
dow display. The jeweler agrees to 
suitably wrap and dispatch by air, 
thee customer paying the air 
charges, any item purchased even 
as late as December 22nd. 

Many retail jewelers are offering 
a Xmas special to their friends and 
patrons—a complete timepiece over- 
haul on any’ watch or clock brought 
in not later than December 15th. 
The jeweler repairs it completely in 
time for Christmas, at a given rate, 
and offers a generous trade-in al- 
lowance if the watch or clock is 
traded in for a Xmas timepiece in- 
tended as a gift for one’s self, a 
friend or relation.

Many jewelers offer year-round 
presents in the shape of the “Gift a 
Month” club. A customer pays 
from $25 to $2000 and any party he 
or she chooses receives one item of 
jewelry or leather gools, etc., every 
month of the calendar year. Under 
this system a wife may receive not 
one but a dozen Xmas gifts from 
her fond husband during the course 
of a year. One month it may be a 
goodluck ring, another month a 
cigarette lighter, and so on through- 
out the course of the year. 

Several in the retail jewelry field 
announce a post Xmas sale to be 
held on December 26th, 27th and 
28th. These jewelers reason that 
nearly everyone receives some cur- 
rency in their Yuletide stockings 
and are quite willing to invest a siz- 
able segment of this cash for jew- 
elry or timepieces if an inducemnet 
in the form of a special sale is of- 
fered. Then too, a special selection 
of gifts appropriate as New Year’s 
presents may be found as highlights 
of this post-holiday sale. 


Trade Schools 


By |MRO. PETERMAN 


Following termination of hostili- 
ties, our. Government recognized 
the need of education and training 
in trade facilities for returning mil- 
itary personnel whose education 
and training was so abruptly in- 
terrupted. This need lead to en- 
couragement of organization of 
schools scattered over the 48 States; 
pressure on the Veterans Adminis- 
tration by the veterans forced this 
administrative department to 
grasp at every possible and likely 
training facility available. As a re- 
sult many schools came into exis- 
tence through operators who were 


without scruples, their sole thoughts . 


were how‘to “get in on the gravy 
train” and acquire some of this easy 
seer by any means that offered 
itself. 
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Every known type of school cam 
into existence—from chicken-gey. 
ing to engineering; if anything wa 
overlooked it was simply an over. 
sight on the part of some chiselj 
schemer who was slow on the dray. 

Chicken-sexing was, for a tj 
a closely guarded secret practicej 
by the Japanese; ordinarily the ge. 
cret was taught only to one of that 
race and usually in a training period 
of about 6 weeks; but suddenly 
chicken-sexing schools having an % 
to-12 month course of study sp 
up and were approved by some state 
agencies and accepted by the Veter. 
ans Administration. Then whe 
these agencies realized the fallacy 
of such schools they were promptly 
closed out. 

Schools for caponizing were also 
proposed but if they were approved 
I am not informed, but caponizing 
can be learned in a very short time, 
less than a month, simply by writ- 
ing any of the major stock food and 
animal medicine manufacturers 
who publish a fully illustrated book 
on the subject. If a person cannot 
learn the art of caponizing from 
these fine books and two practice 
roosters he will not learn any more 
in an 8-months school supposedly 
teaching this “specialized trade.” 

Dancing schools were next in 
line. There have been some very 
fine schools teaching dancing for 
many years, most prominent being 
the Arthur Murray Schools, but the 
“orphan schools” were out for the 
money and it mattered little how 
they got it. 

Air conditioning and refrigera- 
tion schools developed like freckles 
on a school kid’s face—everywhere 
and without notice. Some of these 
schools had been in operation a long

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time before the war and were op- 
erated legitimately. Others came 
into existence after the war and 
were all out for the money regard- 
less of how it was obtained. 

One school, to my knowledge, had 
for study and practice work a few 
discarded antique boxes of no value 
whatever. This was the “labora- 
tory” work supplied the students; 
there was not a piece of modern 
equipment for study in the class 
rooms, there was not a wall model 
layout or a schematic drawing in 
the place, the students had to de- 
pnd solely upon a few books and 
the instructors’ discussions and ex- 
planations. 

For the serious-minded and well- 
intentioned veteran the legitimate 
shool is a Godsend, but for the 
wibsistence hunter the school of- 
fers a source of income with very 
little effort on his part. It has been 
stated that it is hard to concieve of 
amy man who would be satisfied 
with the small amount paid in sub- 
sistence checks when they can get 
jobs paying much more, but these 
jobs require effort and energy, hard 
work, and that is just what some of 
these men try to avoid. 

Watch repairing is looked upon 
wg an easy way to fame and for- 
une, and, unfortunately, some of 
the guidance agencies have the idea 
that this is an ideal trade for re- 
turned veterans; it is an ideal trade 
for the man who has mechanical 
ptitude and the patience of Job, 
but for the man afflicted with men- 
lal and nervous disorder it is the 
vorst place for him. 

Watch repairing is ideal for 
wheelchair cases wherein the per- 
wn so afflicted has use of his hands 
ad eyes and is not mentally unbal-

incompetent workmen who could 
not hold a repair job any place and 
men who forsook the bench because 
training work offered easy money, 

Most of these schools were poorly 
equipped, class rooms and other 
facilities the poorest possible, the 
majority had home-made benches 
which were wobbly and totally u- 
suited for this trade. Yet, they 
“got by” with this makeshift equip- 
ment. One school didn’t even’ have 
the necessary tools for the 15 stu 
dents then enrolled; the supervis- 
ing instructor furnished his per 
sonal tools so the students could do 
theirassignments. This same 
supervising instructor suffered a 
large loss due to tools damaged and 
stolen, and the school refused to re 
place or repay him for the losses. 


It was the policy of this school to 
enroll every prospect who came 
along regardless of aptitude or edu- 
cational qualifications. It was their 
policy to hold a student after e- 
rollment until they collected their 
pay for tools and the tuition for? 
or 3 months, after that they were 
ready for another victim. 
policy appeared to be in force until 
student enrollment dropped off, 
then the supervising instructor wa 
chided for interrupting a student 
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who was so out of place it was piti- 
fu. The instructor was informed 
that the school was interested in 
students, but the real truth was 
that the school was interested in 
enrollments and tool sales. 

Of the latter day schools there 
are a few which are seriously inter- 
ested and concerned about their 
students. There are other schools, 
any number of them, that have the 
interests of the students at heart, 
but there is a greater number in- 
terested in the money only. 

Since there seems to be little ef- 
fort made to curb the poorly oper- 
ated schools and none to eliminate 
the out-and-out chiseling fraternity, 
the only solution left then is for the 
prospective enrollee to make a per- 
sonal investigation of the several 
schools and select the one that of- 
fers the best and most thorough 
training. It is a mistake for the 
student to accept the statements of 
the office staff as being final. 
After all, the office staff is a highly 
trained unit specializing in sales- 
manship; but talk with other stu- 
dents in the school, not a super- 
vised talk but one that is just be- 
tween you and the other fellow. 
Steer clear of a supervised meeting 
with other students. 

Investigate your prospective 
school carefully—this first move 
will be your most important one.
